was pronounced dead at the 
scene.

CONVERTINE A 401(K) 
TO A ROTH 401(K) 

New tax legislation for small 
business signed in September 
allows rollovers of 401(k) funds 
into Roth 401(k)s, in some cases 
even before the company plans 
have been amended to allow this. 
Some plans that do not ordinarily 
permit in-service withdrawals can 
restrict them to this special kind of 
transfer. 

There are limits, though. Only 
workers 59 1/2 or older can convert 
the funds from pretax contribu- 
tions. There is no age restriction 
regarding the employer contribu- 
tions, but the money has to have 
been in the account for at least two 
years or the employee must have 
been a member of the plan for five 
years or more. After-tax contribu- 
tions and rollovers can be convert- 
ed with no age limits, as well. 

Sad to state, switches made this 
year will not be tax-favored (unless 
Congress changes its collective 
mind). Conversions made before 
December 31 last year could be 
reported half in this tax year and 
half in 2012. :

Symmes Maini & McKee 
Associates (SMMA) designed 
the currently under-construc- 
tion Tewksbury Memorial 
High School as part of the 
MSBA’s Model School pro- 
gram. 

Wilmington was not accept- 
ed into the Model School pro- 
gram, which allows towns to 
shave time and dollars off 
building costs by adapting 
another model school’s plan 
to fit the site. Wilmington’s 
tight site constraints hinder 
the adaptability required for 
invitation into the program. 

The MSBA has designated 
an enrollment figure of 960 
students for the new school, 
be it a renovation or new 
structure altogether. 
Enrollment figures can be a 
sensitive issue when building 
schools. Benton is concerned 
the number may be too low. 
School Department enroll- 
ment projections from the 
New England School 
Development Council (NES- 
DEC) indicate a slightly high- 
er enrollment, about 20 to 25 
students more. 

Once contract negotiations 
are complete, the high school 
building committee will begin 
working with Dore and 
Whittier architects to create 
the schematic design, which 
will determine whether the 


town pursues a renovation of 
the current school, a renova- 
tion with an addition, or-a 
new school. : 
Dore and Whittier was one 
of the architectural firms on 
the Newton North high school 
project, which cost just under 
$200 million. Project cost 
overruns at that school cost 
Newton’s mayor his job, 


derailed the political careers 


of several other town officials, 
and instigated a reorganiza- 
tion of state funding for pub- 
lic schools building projects. 
However, Don Walter, 
Principal Architect at Dore'& 
Whittier, explains that his 
firm was not the original 
architect of record, which 
was Graham Gund Architects 
of Cambridge. In fact, Dore-& 


’ Whittier was the firm that 
was asked to come in and take’ 


project over, we maintained 
that budget, and finished the 
project on time,” Walter told 
the Crier. 

Town officials are well 
aware of the Newton North 
debacle, attributed primarily 
to Graham Gund, which 
designed the building. 

“What’s impressive is this 
(Dore & Whittier) was the 
firm that came in to really 
close the deal and prepare the 
appropriate documents,” said 
Caira. “They probably should 
be praised for coming in to be 
the clean-up.” 

Wilmington’s public build- 
ings projects have a good 
track record during Caira’s 
tenure as Town Manager. The 
Public Safety Building and 
Wilmington Middle School, 
both built in the early part of 
the last decade, each came in 
under budget and ahead of 
schedule. 

“Rest assured, there will be 
no ‘Newton North’ in 
Wilmington,” said Caira. 

Dore & Whittier have an 
impressive track record of 
architecture for educational 
applications, including multi- 
ple K-12 buildings and higher 
education. 

Wilmington High School is 
currently 56 years old and 
inadequate for many pro- 
grams offered today, includ- 
ing outdated science labs and 
too little music space. 

The firm will be introduced 
to building committee mem- 
bers at the next meeting, 
March 2, at 6:30 p.m. in the 
library of Wilmington High 
School. Members of the pub- 
lic are invited to attend.

Whitehouse finishes first in state speech competition 


BILLERICA - Thanks to 
the skills she has learned as 
a student at Shawsheen 
Valley Technical High School 
Annie Whitehouse, ironically 
enough, is headed to the 
White House. 

In early February, 
Whitehouse, a Tewksbury 
resident and a senior at 
Shawsheen, was honored for 
her first-place performance 
at the Voice of Democracy 
audio essay competition 
sponsored by the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars (VFW). The 
annual contest has a patriot- 
ic theme and involves thou- 
sands of students in grades 9 
through 12 at _ schools 
throughout the state. 

The students are judged 
first at a local level and the 
first-place finisher from each 
school advances to competi- 
tion at the district and then 
state levels. 

Whitehouse competed with 
fellow Shawsheen Tech stu- 
dent Christen Aliperta of 
Billerica at the local level 
before advancing to No. 1 in 
the state. 

Whitehouse now qualifies 


for the national finals in 
early March. Whitehouse 
and other winners from all 
over the country (and inter- 
national students from

Although TOPSoccer can 
now provide uniforms and 
sweatshirts for their athletes, 
they hope to raise more funds 
to pay for specialized equip- 
ment for gross motor skills 
development, balls specifical- 
ly emblazoned with the 
TOPSoccer logo, a parachute 
for the indoor program, and 
more. WYSA still provides the 
funding for the tickets given 
out to coaches and players 
after a game for free food at

The coaches - made up of 
middle school and high 
school students - are the 
heart and soul of the pro- 
gram.

basketball season with games 
at the North Intermediate 
School cafeteria, in part, Ed 
says, “because in between the 
fall and spring, I was a basket 
case” without the program. 
During the sessions, coaches 
pair up for one-on-one time 
with the kids. 

The influence the program 
has had on the coaches has 
been life-changing for some - 
whether they have gone on to 
college to study speech thera- 
py or special education; or 
have plans to become an 
orthopedic surgeon specializ- 
ing in pediatric physical spe- 
cial needs, or Ed’s own son 
who started a TOPSoccer pro- 
gram at his alma mater, 
Assumption College - a pro- 
gram which Ed’s daughter 
continued to keep going. 
When she moves on, there are 
already five volunteers wait- 
ing in line to take over. 

Ed’s is frequently asked to 
speak about Wilmington’s 


program by others trying to 
establish one in their town. 
Since Ed’s goal is, “to have a 
TOPSoccer program in every 
city and town in the state,” he 
always says yes, and is there 
to help other programs get 
started.

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Parsons vs Spencer 
NHL Fighting, good or bad? 


SPENCER: Fighting has always been a classic aspect of pro- 
fessional hockey in the NHL. Let's face it Nick, fights add 
excitement to the games and an entertainment value to the 
sport. But it's a topic that brings about a great deal of contro- 
versy, and officials never fail to put hockey's combative com- 
ponent under question every once in a while. Should fighting in 
the NHL be legal? I say no. Yes, keeping it around has its pros, 
but what's positive about allowing highly-paid athletes subject 
themselves to such dangerous activity? Injuries are a likely 
outcome. 

Tell me which team in the NHL wants a player sidelined for 
the season because he couldn't keep his cool, and came out on 
the short end of a meaningless fight? Yes, the fans will enjoy 
watching it. But three games into the playoffs, you're still with- 
out a center as he sits on the benches, concussed from that 
fight in week four of the regular season. That exciting enter- 
taining, jaw-dropping fight? It escaped the memories of fans 
weeks ago. 


NIL fighting has been tolerated but also. penalized Why 


should such a tradition that has proven advantageous to the 
sport end? Fights attract fans, popularize certain players, and 
add excitement to any sport. With a fight occurring on a two 
game ‘average, completely eliminating fighting in hockey is 
unrealistic. Something else to think about is how players would 
blow off steam if they weren’t allowed to drop the gloves and 
go at it? It is certain that as the number of fights decrease the 
amount of improper stick play and cheap hits would increase. 
Fighting serves as a way of keeping the players honest and 
maintaining the integrity of the game. 

SPENCER: Well I don’t exactly think fights prove to give 
hockey an advantage over other sports. Hockey is a unique 
sport in its own. There are plenty of impressive goals, saves, 

- combination plays, vigorous speed and talented stick handling 
that can fascinate fans into an attraction to the sport. Why 
should we rest the possibility of a fight on attracting fans to a 
hockey game? To the population of fans interested in see ath- 
letes fight, tell them to see a boxing match. It’s guaranteed 
every time. But why subject a hockey team to the disadventa- 
geous misfortunes that accompany a fight when there is much 
more to the game than that. You argue that allowing hockey 
players to fight allows them to blow off steam that would oth- 
erwise be channelled into unfair play. 

Hockey is among many contact and competitive sports in 
which a player would be entitled to blow off steam. Part of the 
responsibility that comes with being a professional athlete is 
the need to keep composure and channel anger into positive 
aggressive energy, not a negative physical battle. 

PARSONS: Lauren, there’s no hockey team that is subjected 
to fighting. In fact hockey teams accept that fights are essen- 
tial to the sport. If they did not believe so, they could have eas- 
ily expressed their disapproval in the 2004-2005 Lockout. Sure, 
maybe some fans watch hockey for the fights, but some fans 
also watch sports like football and NASCAR just for the big hits 
and crashes too. The point is, it sells tickets, it helps pays the 
players, and helps run the league. It is a necessary evil. 

Fighting in the NHL is not reckless brawling either. 
Enforcers are elected on each team to do the fighting for them. 
That way a star player won’t need to get his hands dirty. There 
is an unspoken code of ethics associated with fighting that all 
players try to abide by. These guidelines determine the how, 
where, why, and when for fights. If a player on a team is on the 
ice and he does something unethical, he knows he must take 
responsibility for his actions and perhaps face the opposing 
team’s enforcer. The conflict is immediately resolved, no ques- 
tions asked. Fighting does what the referee’s job doesn’t. 

SPENCER: Nick, rather than resolving the conflict, it seems 
as though fighting is what fuels it. It adds more heat and inten- 
sity to a player’s angry emotions, turning a mad player furious. 
But while they may be a big booster in helping ticket sales, who 
exactly are these fans the fights are attracting? Who’s to say a 
six-year-old fan won’t try to mock his role model hockey play- 
er in his youth game next weekend? 

Whether a player realizes it or not, they play a position sec- 
ond to their spot on the ice as a role model to young fans. But 
if it is going to stay permitted, why does an enforcer have to do 
the work for the star? Fighting in hockey isn’t necessarily 
Staged like professional wrestling, but it’s certainly not gen- 
uine. It’s a designated player taking out someone else’s anger 
for them. It sells tickets for all the wrong reasons, when in the 
end, fighting in hockey cheapens the sport. ; 

PARSONS: A young fan trying to emulate his favorite player, 
that is not the NHL's responsibility. Children are going to try to 
be like any of their favorite sport heroes. The majority of the 
time, those awesome players have some moral flaw that these 
kids shouldn’t be exposed to. Hockey players are no exception. 
It is up to that child’s parents, coaches, and other role models 
to tell them what is right and what is wrong.

She doesn’t fill up stat 
sheets and finish games 
with double-doubles or she 
doesn’t score 20-plus points 
a game. But for Amanda 
Keane, she’s not only the 
best basketball player on 
the Wilmington High 
Varsity team, but she’s 
among the best in the entire 
Cape Ann League. 

The senior forward was 
named a CAL All- 
Conference selection this 
past weekend, which comes 
after being named a league 
all-star a year ago. 

On the basketball court, 
Keane is known for her 
incredible athleticism, 
speed and tough defense, 
which all goes along with 
her incredible love for the 


game, drive to succeed and: 


intensity level. She is a four- 
year varsity basketball play- 
er, first spending her fresh- 
man season as a role player 
on the Arlington Catholic 
Girls’ team which advanced 
to the Division 2 North 
Sectional semi-finals. After 
transferring to WHS, Keane 
helped the Wildcats advance 
to the post-season as a 
sophomore, before being a 
key figure in the team’s run 
to the Division 2 North 
Sectional semi-finals losing 
to Melrose last March. 

Now as a senior co-captain 
and all-league selection, 
Keane -- a three-sport ath- 
lete who also plays volley- 
ball and lacrosse - is hoping 
that she is a part of another 
long post-season run, ‘as 
playoff basketball will get 
underway early next week. 

“Tlove the state tourna- 
ment season,” she _ said. 
“Everything just gets so 
hyped up. We all get 
pumped up, and we all go on 
(the internet) to check out 
the standings. I think the 
team becomes closer during 
the tournament. It’s just a 
very exciting time. 
Everyone goes in 0-0 as 
records don’t matter.” 

Keane’s experience with 
the game is one of the 


biggest reasons why she 


excels on the court. She has 
logged a lot of varsity min- 
utes over the years, while 
playing in various competi- 
tive summer leagues. She 
has been in contact with a 
handful of Division 2 and 3 
colleges and has her eyes 
set on Roger Williams 
University to major in 
broadcasting and of course 
having the chance of play- 
ing another four years on 
the parquet floor. But before 
she gets there, she has 
unfinished business here at 
WHS. 

“T think last year’s playoff 
experience will definitely 
help us this year,” she said. 
“In the first game we came 
from behind to _ beat 
Winchester and it came 
down to the final seconds. 
(After beating Latin 
Academy) we went up 


against Melrose and we 
were in the game for a little 
while (before Melrose 
opened it up). I think we’re 
all excited about getting 
back to the tournament.” 
During last year’s playoff 
run, Wilmington won two 
games because it got strong 
contributions from a num- 
ber of different players 
whether it was Amy Fahey, 
Maggie Brown, Keane or a 
number of others. Fahey 
was a three-time all-league 
selection and has since 
graduated, leaving Keane 
and Katie Aoki was the 
team’s co-captains and lead- 
ers. 
“We’re a different team 
(without Amy) but I think 
we're still a good team,” 
said Keane. “We don’t have 
Amy, but we have a number 
of girls who stepped up this 
year whether it’s been Jenn 
Stewart, Maggie (Brown) or 
Emily (Crannell). Jenn has 
really stepped it up. I’m so 
happy to see her have the 
games that she has. There’s 
been times when Maggie, 
Emily or myself have had 
bad nights, and Jenn will 
come out of nowhere and 
finish with 20 points and 
help us win a big game.” 
Keane has had a number 
of big games _ helping 
Wilmington finish out the 
regular season with an 11-9 
overall record. She scored 9 
points in the big road victo- 
ry against Newburyport, 
and then had a career night 
with 17 points and 10 
rebounds for a double-dou- 


ble in a win over 
Georgetown. She _ also 
recorded 13 points each in 
the team’s wins. over 


Lynnfield and then Melrose 
on Monday morning which 
helped her make the St.

But with 
her, it’s much more thari the 
buckets she converts. 

“J think you saw in two (of 
our previous) games what 
Amanda means to the 
team,” said her coach and 
father Jay Keane. “Against 
North Andover she came 
out in the first quarter (with 
an injury) and the game 
was tied, and then the game 
got out of hand (and we 
lost). Masconomet we hung 
around for half of the game.

around player we have.” " 

Throughout her four-year 
basketball career, Amanda 
Keane has also endured a 
handful of tough injuries: 
During her freshman sea- 
son at AC, she played with a 
severely injured hip, and 
after the season was over, 
she was told that she had a 
torn labrum, the same 
injury that former Red Sox 
third baseman Mike Lowell 
went through. Towards the 
end of last year’s lacrosse 
season, she suffered a knee 
injury and went through 
rehabilation for that. Then 
came two weeks ago when 
she went up to take a shot; 
and was drilled by thrée 
North Andover players. “~~ 

“Tended up getting a 
stinger in my back,” she 
said. “I got a great pass 
from Emily (Crannell) and 
I went to the hoop and so did 
three North Andover girls, 
and my legs went under- 
neath me and they landed 
on top of me. I was very 
lucky - I think my ponytail 
saved me (from any head 
injuries). But I went to 
physical therapy, and now 
I’m getting back to feeling 
comfortable.” o 
. While she is getting com- 
fortable again with her 
health, certainly having 
Dear-Old-Dad as your head 
coach may not be the easi- 
est of things. 7 

“It has been tough but we 
always keep it separate;” 
she said. “It’s Dad at home 
and it’s Coach at basketball: 
I’ve never, ever mixed it up 
and I’m actually pretty 
proud of that. I’ll refer to 
him as Coach and people 
will get confused, but it’s 
just habit. Everyone knows 
that we have the Coach- 
Player relationship and 
everyone respects that. I 
think he’s a great coach and 
I wouldn’t want to play for 
anyone else.” 

That Coach-Player rela- 
tionship was clearly evident 
when Amanda was told that 
she made the Cape Ann 
League All-Conference 
team. 

“He called me, told me 
about it and congratulated 
me like he’s done every 
other year with every other 
player,” said Amanda. “It 
was pretty low key. He told 
me about it, and said ‘I’ 
see you at practice’ and J 
said ‘OK, yup I'll definitely 
be there.’ But it was great 
and I was pretty excited and 
definitely surprised by it.”~- 

But anyone who has 
watched Amanda Keane 
play basketball for the 
Wildcats this season is cer- 
tainly not surprised that she 
was voted by all of the other 
coaches (not her father) as 
one of the league’s best 
players.

Furlong advance 
to All-State Meet

‘HUDSON - The Wilmington 
High School wrestling team 
will be sending two of its 
grapplers to this weekend’s 
All-State Meet after junior 
Alex Furlong and sophomore 
Cody Halladay both placed 
fourth in their respective 
weight classes during the 
Division 3 State Meet held 
over two days at. Hudson, 
High School this past week- 
end. 

Furlong, who a week earli- 
er captured the Division 3 
Sectional Championship, fin- 
ished 4-2 during the tourna- 
ment in the 189-pound weight 
class, losing both matches to 
the same kid, Brian 
Harrington of Rockland, both 
by very slim margins, the 
first a 7-6 defeat and the sec- 
ond was a 4-2 decision. 
“Harrington was a real 
tough kid and I think he was 
the South —__ Sectional 
Champion,” said Wilmington 
head coach Mike Pimental. 
“But I don’t think 
(Harrington) knew anything 
about Alex and he found out 
very quick how tough Alex 
ean be on the mat. Alex 
threw him on his back right 
away in the first match and I 
think the kid was in shell 
shock. So I think the second 
time they faced each other, 
(Harrington) wasn’t as 
eocky. Alex wrestled him 
very tough in both matches 
and they were just so close.” 
Furlong started the tourna- 
ment out by beating Kyle 
Legeyt of Mt. Everett, 7-2, 
before falling to ington 
in the 7-6 battle to put 
Furlong in the loser’s brack- 
et. From there, he battled 
back very tough winning his 
next three matches over Kyle 
Ohrenberger of Middleboro, 
60, and then he pinned both 
PUA bi Ne etre 
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Gary Charlton of Dean Tech 
(4:27) and Jack McCullough 
of Wayland (0:36) to put him 
in a battle for third and 
fourth place where he was 
defeated by Harrington for 
the second time. 

The fourth place finish 
allows Furlong to advance to 
this weekend’s All-State Meet 
which will start Friday night 
and conclude Saturday 
evening at Salem High 
School. The top six place fin- 
ishers from the three state 
meets will compete for an 
All-State title. 

Over the last few weeks it’s 
obvious that Furlong has 
come a long way on the 
wrestling mat. 

“Yeah I really think he has 
come a long way,” answered 
Pimental. “I think it’s a mat- 
ter of Alex getting more 
experience and also gaining 
more self confidence. I think 
he finally realizes that what 
we’ve been telling him all 
along of what he can do, that 
he can go out and do those 
things. I just think it’s a mix 
of alot of things and we’re 
very happy for him.” 

The second Wildcat 
wrestler to place and 
advance to this weekend’s 
tournament is Halladay, who 
finished fourth in the 135- 
pound weight class. Just like 
Furlong, Halladay lost both 
of his matches to the same 
kid, Cody Regan of Taconic 
Regional High and both by 
one-point decisions, 1-0 the 
first go around and then 2-1 
in the battle for third and 
fourth place. 

“Cody wrestled great and 
(Regan) was the Western 
Champion so he lost against 
a very good wrestler,” said 
Pimental. “(In the second 
match) Cody got called for 
locking hands and I thought 
it was a bad call by the ref-

eree, and then the kid was 
able to get away (for the win- 
ning point).

Halladay first defeated

“Cody has never been there 
before so we’re hoping that 
he gets a good, positive expe- 
rience out of this,” said 
Pimental. “I think he is capa- 
ble of placing but we don’t 


want to get too ahead of our- 
selves. We have to take it one 
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match at a time because at 
the all-states everyone you 
face is outstanding. I think 
it’s great for him to get this 
experience - if he wins a few 
matches or if. he places, 
that’s great and if he doesn’t, 
he knows what the all-state 
meet is all about and he has 
two more years left to work 
at it. 

“And the same thing goes 
with Alex. This is just a 
learning curve for him. I 
think both Cody and Alex 
have the capabilities of plac- 
ing, but at the same time 
there’s times when kids get 
to this meet and have the 
deer in the headlights look so 
you just try to coach them 
through that. I think if both 
kids Cody and Alex realize 
that they have nothing to lose 
and everything to gain, and 
just go out and have fun and 
gain this experience, they’ll 
have a great tournament.” 

Three other Wilmington 
wrestlers competed in the 
tournament but didn’t place 
in their respective weight 
classes, ending their seasons

If the match went ten 
more seconds, I know Shawn 
would’ve beat him.” 

Adams finished with two 
wins, defeating Asher 
Leovesky of Wayland, 12-0, 
and then Anthony Poehler of 
Sabris, 2-0. 

For Adams, he finishes up a 
terrific career. 

“Absolutely,” said Pimental. 
“He ame the seventh 
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wrestler in the history of the 
program to win 100 matches 
in his career, and he also 
leaves as a state finalist as a 
junior and then a Cape Ann 
League and Division 3 sec- 
tional champion as a senior. 
He had a great career - all- 
around he should be very 
proud of what he’s accom- 
plished.” 

Adams finished with 105 
career victories which puts 
him sixth overall in the histo- 
ry of the program trailing 
Derek Hanley (153), Steve

A week after losing its first 
league game in two years, the 
Wilmington High School Boys 
Hockey team responded with 
victories over two teams that 
have won ten games this sea- 
son. 

Last Wednesday night, 
Wilmington dumped North 
Reading, 6-2, which gave the 
Wildcats its fourth straight 
Cape Ann League 
Championship’ and 10th title 
in the 16 years in the league.

Burlington’s Marilyn Belmonte didn’t start her career in drug 
abuse awareness as a law enforcement agent, a medical doctor 
or a teacher. She was a concerned parent who wanted to find out 
better ways of communicating with her children. - 

Belmonte, a Winchester native who has lived in Burlington 
for the past 23 years, is now the co-chairperson of the 
Burlington Drug & Alcohol Task Force (BDATF). She is also the 
pivotal figure in the Drug Abuse Prevention Education (DARP) 
program that has won national recognition and brought her to 
about 100 different locations, mostly in Massachusetts but also 
as far away as Pennsylvania, Rhode Island and New 
Hampshire, in the past half-dozen years. 

_. The DARP program is unique in that it not only targets stu- 
dents, but it also involves parents and law enforcement person- 
nel, uniting them in the fight against addiction. 

“It's important to get parents on board,” said Belmonte. “As 
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Belmonte 


a parent of three children, I understand what it’s like, especial- 
ly in this age when all of our kids are so busy. Parents have to 
find time to have discussions with their children about what 
they’re doing.” 

She calls adolescence “the bridge” between childhood and 
adulthood, when teens are most vulnerable to peer pressure and 
less likely to communicate with their parents. 

“It’s a very uncomfortable time,” she said. “We've all seen it.

“The inclination for parents is to take a a ery but it’s 
really when they ought to be stepping forward,” added 
Belmonte. 

The Burlington Drug & Alcohol Task Force was started in 
1982 in response to former Gov. Ed King’s appeal for local com- 
munities to get involved in the drunk driving awareness effort. 

“It’s a group of volunteers who were committed to helping 
keep our children safe,” said Belmonte. “We’ve been able to 
involve the liquor merchants in town, with whom we’ve devel- 
oped a very good relationship over the years.” 

BDATF, now co-chaired by Belmonte and Charlie Franich, 
sponsors informational sessions like APPLAUDD, a 4-part pro- 
gram for parents of students in grades 5-12 that gives them 
strategies to help reduce the risk of alcohol and drug abuse. The 
program will be presented on Tuesdays in March at the 
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Marshall Simonds Middle School. 

The program, which is also being sponsored by Woburn’s 
LEARN program, is also open to Woburn residents. 

“The schools do a great job with health curriculum, but it’s 
important to get parents on board,” she said. 

Several years ago, Belmonte decided it would be a good idea 
to start exploring the deeper causes and effects of drug and 
alcohol addiction, mostly from a parenting perspective. 

“There’s a point where they go from trading sandwiches for 
Twinkies at lunch to sex and drugs and rock & roll,” said 
Belmonte. “So I started educating myself.” 

Parents of today, she said, have a hard time relating to the 
problems of their kids’ generation. 

“It’s like the Flintstones trying to talk to the Jetsons,” she 
laughed. “You remember Fred (Flintstone) trying to start the 
car with his feet? That’s what it’s like for parents today trying 
to keep up with what their kids are doing.” 

Belmonte, who has a degree in psycho-biology, wasn’t a com- 
plete newbie when it came to understanding human behavior 
and the effects of chemicals. 

“Everything is tied in,” said Belmonte. “Drugs affect every- 
thing from heart rate to breathing rate to how you act, feel and 
look. That’s one of the things we try to teach parents to look for 
- cues of drug use.” 

But, she admits it was a little unusual attending training 
courses at the State Police Academy as a civilian. 

Reaching out to law enforcement eventually became an 
important part of the process, and Belmonte has spoken to an 
array of police departments, in Easton, Burlington, Reading, 
Wakefield and Wilmington, along with the Mass. Office of the 
Commissioner of Probation and the Pennsylvania Juvenile 
Court system. 

“It became an opportunity to bring law enforcement into the 
realm,” said Belmonte. “If you’ve got everyone on board, you 
can make changes in an entire community. We all want the best 
for our kids, so why not have everyone involved? It just made 
sense.” 

In the past five years, the DARP program has won the fol- 
lowing awards: “Service to Science” from ‘the Center for 
Substance Abuse Prevention and the Substance Abuse & Mental 
Health Service Administration; Cough Medicine Abuse 
Prevention Award from the Consumer Health Care Products 
Association; and the “Citizenship In Action” Certificate of 
Recognition from the Middlesex District Attorney’s office. 

The awards are important, but what’s more important to 
Belmonte is giving parents the tools to recognize the signs of 


use.

There is no good 
reason to see this movie - if 
you like the idea, check out 
the original ‘SWF’ instead. 


“THE RITE” 
GRADE: ** 

As a studio release for the 
horror film “The Rite” points 
out, Pope John Paul II once 
said, "The battle against the 
Devil, which is the principal 
task of Saint Michael the 
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Archangel, is still being 
fought today, because the 
Devil is still alive and active 
in the world.” 

"The Rite" is a supernatu- 
ral thriller that uncovers the 
Devil's reach to even one of 
the holiest places on Earth. 
Allegedly inspired by true 
events, the film follows semi- 
nary student Michael Kovak 
(Colin O'Donoghue), who is 
sent to study exorcism at the 
Vatican in spite of his own 
doubts about the controversial 
practice and even his own 
faith. 

Wearing his deep skepti- 
cism like armor, Michael chal- 
lenges his superiors to look to 
psychiatry, rather than 
demons, in treating the pos- 
sessed. Only when he's sent to 
apprentice with the unortho- 
dox Father Lucas (Anthony 
Hopkins)—a legendary priest 
who has performed thousands 
of exorcisms—does Michael's 
armor begin to fall. As he is 
drawn into a troubling case 
that seems to transcend even 
Father Lucas's skill, he begins 
to glimpse a phenomenon sci-

Stoneham Selectmen place 
$1.9M override on April ballot * 


BY PAT BLAIS 


STONEHAM - Just a day before the dead- 
line expired, the town’s Board of Selectmen on 
Tuesday night placed a $1.9 million override on 
the April 5 election ballot. 


In a 3-+to-2 vote, with Selectmen Robert 
Sweeney and John DePinto in opposition, the 
board sanctioned the ballot initiative, which 
will increase the average homeowner’s tax bill 
by about $232 in FY’12. : 


Sweeney reportedly dissented with his coun- 
terparts because he wanted a higher override 
amount on the ballot, while DePinto refused to 
endorse the measure without a formal agree- 
ment from the School Committee and Finance 
Board to adhere to a three-to-five year finan- 
cial plan. 

According to Selectmen Chair Paul Rotondi, 
while he too won’t support the override without 
a signed agreement from the two other boards, 
he decided to trust that the town officials will 
do so. 

“We took a leap of faith that it will be 
signed,” said the chairman on Wednesday. “We 
couldn’t condition the override, and we had to 
get it on the ballot by last night.” 

“If the agreement doesn’t get signed, the 
board will have to decide whether it will sup- 
port the override,” added Rotondi. 

Under the state’s proposition 2 and 1/2 reg- 
ulations, cities and towns cannot raise the tax 
levy more than 2.5 percent in any given year, 
unless the electorate agrees to a larger 
increase. 


Unlike an debt exclusion, which is a tempo- 
rary tax increase over the proposition 2 and 1/2 
cap to pay for capital repairs, bonds, or the 
construction of a new municipal building, an 
operating override is a permanent tax hike. 

The Selectmen have the sole discretion over 
whether to place an override or debt exclusion 
on the ballot. 

Similar attempts to pass operating over- 
rides in 2004 and 2007, as well as a debt exclu- 
sion to release funding for operating expendi- 
tures in 2006, all failed. 


While the questions in 2004 and 2006 were 
overwhelmingly rejected, the June of 2007 
override, where 5,635 voters came to the polls, 
failed by a mere 237 ballots. 

Last January, after learning that Town 
Administrator David Ragucci intended to plug 
a multi-million dollar deficit in FY’12 by shut- 
tering the library and passing on $1.7 million in 
cuts to the school system, the Selectmen condi- 
tionally implemented a $1.6 million trash fee. 

As part of that vote, the board stipulated 
that the trash fee would not be instituted 
should an override be passed, nor would it be 
imposed without the Finance Board and School 
Committee’s endorsement of a financial plan 
that allocates money to departments on a fixed 
percentage basis. 

According to Rotondi, while the electorate 
has refused to pass an override in the past, the 
measure may gardner more support this year, 
because it will be cheaper than the proposed 
trash fee. 


The trash fee, which will cost an estimated 
$252 per household, is only slightly cheaper 
than an override, with citizens saving about $20 


a year, but the refuse charge is not tax’. 
deductable. rs 

And although the trash fee is technically - 
only temporary, as opposed to a permanent © 
operating override, Rotondi speculated that the 
Selectmen may be forced to continue charging 
for curbside pickup — should the ballot meas- 
ure fail — given the town’s financial predica-. 
ment. ; 

“We could stop a trash fee,” the Selectmen. 
chair conceeded. “But if we don’t get the over- 
ride, we'll probably have to end up passing the. 
trash fee every year anyway.” 


Budget agreement 


On Thursday night, the Finance Board and 
School Committee will discuss the Selectmen’s 
proposed financial agreement during a Tri- . 
Board meeting at 7:30 p.m. in the high school. 
library. 

Under the financial plan, departmental . 
budgets and revenue streams would be set for 
the next three-to-five years on a fixed percent- 
age basis. : 


By doing so, revenues will automatically be. 
split based upon those rates, while departmen- 
tal increases will be set by the same standards. 


A break down of those percentages, which 
are based upon available revenue in any given. 
year, is as follows: 

¢ School department - 41.4 percent; 


¢ Municipal departments - 33 percent; 

¢ Health insurance - 13.5 percent; 

¢ Pension contributions - 7.5 percent; 

¢ Vocational schools - 1.4 percent; 

¢ State charges - 2.2 percent; 

° Overlay - .9 percent. : 

According to Rotondi, because fixed charges . 
such as health insurance are uncontrollable... 
the town and schools will split those budgets — 
when increases exceed the fixed percentage . 
estimates — based upon how much each,. 
department spends in those areas. 

For example, if health insurance jumps by

In instances where a departmental budget 
does stand to jump by more than that fixed: : 
amount, the excess amount will be placed into 
the stablization or rainy day account. 

“The agreement states that the budgets are 
capped at 2.5 percent,” Rotondi explained. “If: 
any budget is over 2.5 percent, the excess goes” 
into reserves.”

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Healthy aging 
includes safe driving 


It's common for men and women to periodically reassess 
their lifestyle as they age. With a goal toward healthy 
aging, most people can recognize the role their lifestyle 
plays in their overall health. 


An often overlooked part of healthy aging is how some, 
if any, physical changes have affected how a person drives 
his or her automobile. Any adult who has had to discuss 
driving with an elderly relative knows how difficult such a 
discussion can be, as automobiles have long represented a 
certain level of independence no adult wants to give up. But 
even those who have yet to reach retirement age should 
assess their driving to determine if aging has begun to 
affect their driving. Such an assessment can help men and 
women determine if it's time to take steps to make them- 
selves safer drivers. 


Assess Eyesight 


A driver's eyesight is integral to his or her safety on the 
road. Fortunately, eyesight can be corrected with prescrip- 
tion glasses or even surgery. Men and women who have 
trouble reading street signs or seeing street markings 
might need an eye examination. Also, if dusk or nighttime 
driving has grown more difficult it might be time for an eye 
exam.Difficulty seeing while behind the wheel puts drivers 
and their passengers at significant risk, but such a problem 
might be solved by a new eyeglass prescription. 


Poor visibility might have nothing to do with a driver's 
vision. It could be a byproduct of certain external factors. 
Drivers having trouble seeing might consider adjusting 
their seat. According to the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration, drivers should be able to see at least 
10 feet in front of their own vehicle. A seat that is too low 
can decrease visibility. In addition, when taking a vehicle 
in for routine repairs, ask the mechanic to inspect the head- 
lights to make sure they are working and aimed correctly. 


Assess the Vehicle 


As men and women age, they may find it is more diffi- 
cult to control a motor vehicle. Strength, coordination and 
flexibility diminish as a person ages, and this can affect a 
person's ability to drive. But such physiological changes 
don't necessarily mean a person has to give up driving. It 
might just mean it's time to find a car that's easier to drive. 
For example, many drivers prefer vehicles with manual 
transmissions, feeling such cars are more fun to drive. 
However, as a person ages, the ease of driving a vehicle 
with an automatic transmission, power steering and power 
brakes can make it much safer for that driver to be on the 
road. Older drivers often find smaller vehicles are easier to 
control, and such drivers should consider smaller cars if 
they're having trouble controlling their current vehicle. 


Assess Personal Feelings Toward Driving 


- How a driver feels toward driving can also play a role in 
that driver's safety. Drivers who feel nervous or over- 
whelmed when driving don't necessarily need to abandon 
their vehicles and embrace public transportation. Such 
feelings might be caused by a driver's medication. 
Medication can make people sleepy or cause dizziness. 
Either of those side effects can lead to confused drivers 
who are easily overwhelmed when entering traffic. Discuss 
any symptoms with a physician, who might know alterna- 
tive treatment options that enable drivers to safely stay on 
the road.
